He backed off a little from the 
DOT issue, saying that if a ma- 
jority in a precinct favor DOT 
and oppose him, that’s fine, they 
should rule; that he does not want 
to control the party. A lady who 
had been asked to make a pitch 
for conservative precinct control 
rose and instead made an earnest 
plea for Bill Blakley, whose cam- 
paign she had joined as a local 
manager. Daniel, not 
anyone else’s burdens, made it 
clear he is leaving the Senate 
election alone. 

His outward concern is that his 
friends may assume his re-elec- 
tion is “in the bag.” He told them 
he can win July 26 only if They 
get out his vote. Privately he said 
one of the bought-up Belden Polls 
earlier this month showed that 
his lead over Sen. Henry Gon- 
zalez and O’Daniel had been nar- 
rowed to 55 percent.

Estimates of the total vote 
Saturday range from 1,100,000 
to 1,300,000. Although Blakley 
is predicting a decisive victory 
in the Senate race, most pre- 
dictions favor Yarborough. The 
last private Belden Poll re- 
portedly gave Yarborough 49 
percent, Blakley 36 percent, 
but the spread is expected to 
be much smaller than this. A 
concensus of the predictions in 
the governor’s race is that it 
is a close question whether 
there will be a runoff, and 
then it is a close question 
whether Gonzalez or O’Daniel 
will make it, with Gonzalez the 
likelier. George Nokes’s chal- 
lenge to Lt. Gov. Ramsey is a 
strong one, but the betting was 
still on Ramsey at mid-week. 

One major imponderable is 
the effect of “Stevenson Re- 
publican” Grover  Cantrell’s 
congressional candidacy, not 
only on the Dallas congres- 
sional election, but on the Dal- 
las turnout in the Democratic 
primary for the statewide con- 
servative candidates. Dallas 
Republicans have urged con- 
servatives to go to the GOP 
primary and vote for Alger; 
Dallas conservative Democrats 
scoff at the Cantrell challenge 
to Alger as unlikely to attract 
liberals into the GOP primary 
and say Blakley, Daniel, and 
Ramsey need the conservative 
votes in the Democratic pri- 
mary.

Texas Democrats meet, argue 
and vote at the precinct con- 
ventions Saturday evening to 
decide who will control the 
state party for the next two 
years. 


“If our folks turn out we're 
gonna slaughter ’em,” says Creek- 
more Fath, secretary-treasurer of 
the Democrats of Texas organiza- 
tion. A “10-to-1” victory is in the 
offing for the Daniel forces, says 
state Democratic executive com- 
mittee spokesman J. Ed Connally. 


Fath, for DOT, has mailed out 
three resolutions recommended 
for precinct convention approval. 


They call for the honoring of 
nominees of the senatorial dis- 
trict caucuses for SDEC member- 
ship; passage of a party registra- 
tion bill; and retaining precinct 
conventions as the nominating 
bodies for county convention del- 
egates. 





Daniel’s official resolutions de- 
nounce DOT for using that name 
and endorse SDEC’s code of 


ethics. 
Connally mailed out to area 
Daniel leaders the Huntsville 


Item version of the Sam Wood 
story on DOT, leaving out the 
Yarborough references and pic- 
ture in the original Wood story. 


Daniel first advocated abolish- 
ing precinct conventions. He mod- 
ified this to selecting county con- 
vention delegates by reguler vote 
and leaving the precinct conven- 
tions in existence for debating 
purposes, Now, in a letter to pre- 
cinct committeemen, Daniel says 
the subject ought not to be taken 
up at the precinct conventions 
and that he will call a meeting 
later this year to talk about rec- 
ommending his plan to the legis- 
lature.

Silas Quinine, the Sam Wood-DOT 
candidate for Texas grand inquisi- 
tor, addressed a giant rally of the 
Fast Texas Pomegranite Growers 
here last night in a speech watched 
closely through hidden cameras by 
big-city bosses in Detroit, Washing- 
ton, Vladivostok, Beirut, and Leopold- 
ville. 


Dressed in his cowboy hat with a 
bowtie and matching BVD’s, Quinine 
waved a jar of peanut butter and said 
he would leave it on the bottom shelf 
for pygmies. 


On the stage with Quinine were his 
wife and six children by a previous 
marriage, his grandfather, and two 
dogs belonging to neighbors. Crowds 
had been drummed up by a nude blond 
with a pair of cymbals. Hortense Mc- 
Duffy, chairman of Youth for Qui- 
nine, said today’s youth represent a 
new generation. Bill Quinine, the 
brother, fired a machine gun into the 
crowd and said he would come in to 
a community to troubleshoot when- 
ever he was asked. 


Peaster Peabody, chairman of Vet- 
erans for Quinine, said his candidate 
was the only man in the race who had 
served in the Spanish-American War 
without pay and just for the fun of it. 
He said Quinine speared 14 Spaniards 
with a harpoon given him by his 
great-great grandfather, who came to 
Texas on a raft two days after he 
signed the Magna Charta. 


Dill Pickle, Latexo public relations 
man, exhibited a smear sheet which 
he said Quinine’s opponents are cir- 
culating in East Texas. The sheet 
showed Quinine dressed in a vicuna 
coat kissing a Chinaman and warned 
he has the support of Lebanese rebels 
operating out of Shreveport. 


Quinine began by saying that the 
mess in Austin is just as bad as it 
was the first time he campaigned in 
Latexo, back in 1938 with the Lon- 
don Philharmonic. He said most of 
the people who supported him then 
are dead, and he has enjoyed visiting 
their graves. 


He said he knows what hard work 
is, and has worked hard with his 
hands. When he was young, he said, 


his whole body was covered with 
corns. 

Quinine says he is for most federal 
subsidies and that of the $6 million in 
federal aid presented to his vast in- 
terests, most of it went to pay off his 
lease on the state of Oklahoma and 
the rest went to his wife, who is the 
great-great granddaughter of Alex- 
ander the Great. 


He said emphatically that whatever 
tax he pushes in the next legislature 
he will not call it a sales tax. 


He said he is a Southerner through 
and through and believes in local con- 
trol of outer space. He warned that 
the Communists and lunatic leftists 
of the country club set are trying to 
infiltrate the Fentress papers. — 


At the end of the speech fireworks 
and an H-Bomb were exploded in a 
vacant lot nearby. Quinine hurried to 
the exit and distributed the smear 
sheets that are being used against him 
along with his own smear sheets to 
counter the smear sheets. His wife 
did a fan dance behind a garage and 
his seven children and grandfather 
did a precision drill, forming a lone 
star. “Here tonight we saw democracy 
on the march,” Quinine told report- 
ers. Then he left in his helicopter for 
a grassroots rally in Longhorn Cave.

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PRICE TAGS ASIDE, WHAT IS ISSUE? 


AUSTIN 

The closer the election the harder 
it is to continue believing that real 
things with real effects on real people 
are involved. The candidates use the 
most persuasive symbols: price tags, 
jam pots, labor monsters, dictators, 
and the red-ant plague; they use 
rrettily-painted posters and _ slick- 
shaven speeches. But what truly is at 
issue Saturday ? 

Will Texas join the industrial states 
of the union ?—that is one of the ques- 
tions. Will labor-baiting be repudiated 
by Yarborough’s election? Were Blak- 
ley to win, the people who would like 
to keep workers “in their place” (that 
is, in a place from which they can’t 
act together against low wages) would 
have won a substantial respite from 
the consequences of industrialization. 


How liberal is Texas on race; or 
how conservative? Gonzalez’s vote, 
and its distribution, will be a fascinat- 
ing test of the intensity of feeling and 
conviction on this issue all over the 
state. While Daniel is not the head- 
strong racist in the Southern carica- 
ture, he is an advocate of segregation 
and signed bills to preserve it.

The TMA tax trick has come to 
light. How could the TMA legisla- 
tive slate in Houston insist it was 
against a “general sales tax” and still 
have such unqualified backing from 
the manufacturers working for a sales 
tax? In its report to the tax study 
commission, TMA distinguishes be- 
tween a retail sales tax on all retail 
sales and a general sales tax, which 
includes wholesaling and manufactur- 
ing as well as retail sales. Setting up 
the Harris County Taxpayers’ Com- 
mittee to run its favored candidates, 
TMA has them denounce the general 
sales tax—but not the retail sales tax, 
which TMA favors. 


It occurs to one disconcertingly that 
Gov. Daniel has opposed only the 
“general sales tax” and could sign a 
“retail sales tax” under TMA’s de- 
ceptive distinction. This is what Sen. 
Gonzalez must mean when he says he 
is the only candidate pledged to veto 
a “general retail sales tax.” 


Worried by the growing strength 
of the liberal Houston candidates for 
the legislature, a big business group 
met in secret on May 28 in the down- 
town hotel suite of Brown & Root in 
the Lamar Hotel and decided to pro- 
mote a slate of candidates favored 
by TMA. 


Because the TMA had tied itself 
publicly, on March 14, to the sales tax 
as its preferred method of raising ad- 
ditional revenue, the strategists set 
up a dummy organization which 
would appear to be opposed to the 
kind of taxes the TMA favored. On 
June 12, the public relations firm of 
Hood & Snyder, with offices at 808 
Milam Building, issued a news re- 
lease concerning a “new group” 
headed by Edward J. Mosher, execu- 
tive vice president of the Mosher 
Steel Co., and named the Harris 
County Taxpayers Committee. Mos- 
her’s firm is a member of TMA. 


In its first publicity release, the 
new committee announced its endorse- 
ment of a slate of legislative candi- 
dates headed by Senate candidate 
Charles Murphy, a lobbyist for TMA 
in Austin during the 1957 session of 
the legislature along with Ed C. Bur- 
ris, TMA executive vice president. 
Murphy’s main opponent is Houston 
Rep. Bob Baker, who opposes the 
sales tax. The TMA-Brown & 


sales tax or some kind of tax on busi- 
ness enterprises? Not only the gov- 
ernor’s election, but the results of 
legislative elections in every area, 
will bear on the answer. The business 
community has settled on the sales 
tax, and the liberal community on 
either a natural gas tax or a corporate 
profits tax or both. 


Have East Texans become rela- 
tively immune to cynical vote appeals 
based on the Negro issue?

Tax Forces 


Root-Hood & Snyder committee this 
week is circulating a sample ballot 
linking together its legislative slate 
with Gov.

Johnston was the only 
legislative candidate to appear in op- 
position to a sales tax at the Texas 
Tax Study Commission hearing in 
Houston. 


Liberal candidate Bill Kilgarlin, 
president of the Young Democratic 
Club of Harris County, is an out- 
spoken foe of the sales tax. He too 
proposes a gas gathering tax on the 
presently untaxed natural gas that 
goes out of the state, in addition to a 
corporation profits tax on the $4 bil- 
lion value added by manufacture in 
Texas, which he said is not now taxed 
at all.

“Ramsey is running for a fifth 
term on a record of scandals and 
lazy leadership,” Nokes said. He 
charged that state senators “have 
to endorse’ Ramsey because “if 
he should be re-elected, which he 
won't, then he would not let sena- 
tors who did not endorse him 
even be recognized on the floor.” 


In Abilene, Nokes declined to 
tell a reporter whom he supports 
for governor. He said if he is 
elected he will eliminate loan 
sharking. end blockading of legis- 
lation by running the Senate on a 
strict calendar of bills, work for 
damming rivers and conserving 
water, and take steps toward re- 
ducing “influence peddling” in 
the legislature. 

Citing the $94,000 in cash fees 
to senators in his opponent’s four 
terms, he said “dollar for dollar, 
the scandal is forty times greater 
than the Goldfine scandal, but 
(Ramsey) has made no move 
whatsoever to censure or punish 
the 14 senators involved.” 

Ramsey, stumping through Jef- 
ferson and Orange Counties, said 
he intended to use his experience 
“to work to help protest the tax- 
payer, and to outlaw loan sharks 
that prey upon the small money 
borrower. 

“We ought to economize wher- 
ever possible,” he said.

One Thin Slice 


The caravan drove now from 
Baytown to Pasadena, past the 
San Jacinto monument back- 
dropped by a refinery, past oil 
derricks coming all the way to the 
road. About 75 people had been 
waiting for an hour in the com- 
munity center at Deer Park, 
where they presented Yarborough 
with a cake. He suggested they 
cut a very thin slice and “send it 
to my opponent.” 


At Pasadena, in front of J. C. 
Penney’s, a crowd of 125 were 
listening to Texas Ruby sing “My 
God Is Real” when the caravan 
arrived. Delbert Atkinson, intro- 
ducing Yarborough, called him 
“the greatest US Senator in Texas 
history.” The Senator began by 
criticizing the Republican foreign 
policy of “drift, drivel, do noth- 
ingness. 


“My opponent,” he said, “would 
have Texas secede from the USA. 
But we are one country, one peo- 
ple, one America.” 

At League City, a political rally, 
sponsored by the city fire de- 
partment, had drawn a crowd of 
200. It was late afternoon, and in 
the park, under several large oak 
trees, people were eating fried 
chicken at $1.25 a plate. J. Edwin 
Smith made a short speech, and 


several local candidates were 
there. Walter Hall introduced 
Yarborough. 

It was by far his best speech of 
the day. “Why was it creeping 
socialism,” he asked, “for the 


farmers to get federal subsidies, 
and good sound capitalism when 
my opponent drew $667,000 of the 
$10 million Braniff got in sub- 
sidies?” 

While in Washington, he said, 
besides fighting for oil import re- 
strictions and a seawall on the 
Texas gulf, he had co-authored 
bills for a federal scholarship 
program and a foreign service 
academy. 

At Texas City, 20 minutes’ drive 
away, a crowd of 600 was waiting 
in the auditorium of the city rec- 
reation hall. A huge picture of 
Yarborough was on the wall be- 
hind the stage. The radio man- 
ager came out to instruct the audi- 
ence. “Let’s make a real Texas 
noise for the radio,” he said. “Put 
on a big Texas smile and shout 
we want Yarborough as loud as 
you can.” 

The audience complied, and 
when the senator came out on the 
stage at ,air-time, Curley struck 
up with some music. Yarborough 
waved both hands high above his 
head and grinned. 

“This is the greatest crowd I’ve 
seen in this campaign,” he said. 
He spoke rapidly to meet the 
fifteen-minute radio deadline. 
Again he reviewed his Senate 
record, stressing his anti-reces- 
sion efforts. He warned that there 
might be more unemployment in 
1959 than now unless the Demo- 
crats are allowed to continue their 
measures, 

Saying that “there can be no 
prosperity at home without peace 
abroad,” he spoke of “America’s 
destiny on the seven seas and five 
oceans.” He said that with the 
Marines in Lebanon are several 
boys from the Gulf area. “We 
must be on our guard, we must 
fight, against the iron hammer of 
Communism,” he concluded. 

While the crowd stood to ap- 
plaud, the senator’s staff whisked 
him off-stage in the direction of 
the front exit. Half running, half 
walking, with that curious jaunt- 
ing pace of his, he smiled at a re- 
porter just before he left through 
the front door. “I’ve got a plane 
to make at 10,” he said. “It’s a 
Braniff, and I don’t think they’ll 
wait.”

Yarborough, not 46-24 as reported 
by a typo last week.) 


/ Ernest Bailey in the Press re- 
views the subsidy issue in the 
Senate race.
